DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F.  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  Uble  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.  ,  C.S.T.    Data  m  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table.  "Daily  Temperature"  table.  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  mclude  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:      Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

701  Loyola  Avenue,  New  Orleans,  LoulBlana  70113,  or 
to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evap>oration  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.  During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.  Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.  For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,  C.  S.  T.  Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table.  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  In  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  Inconsistencies  In  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  buUetin. 
INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue   of  this  publication.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Louisiana  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  CllmatologiBt.  Weather  Bureau  Office.  701  Loyola  Avenue,  New  Orleans.  Louisiana  70113,  or 
to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    Durmg  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.  ,  C.  S.T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  lime  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  pubUshed  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  mconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  sUtions  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  «md  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  m  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  buUetin. 
INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  m  'F.  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m. ,  C.  S.  T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table.  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  endmg  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.    Seimples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:      Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climato logical  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.    Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow. 


NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office.

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SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 

Hurricane  BETSY 


On  the  morning  of  August  27,  1965,  a  tropical 
depression  was  discovered  by  Navy  reconnais- 
sance aircraft  and  TIROS  X  weather  satellite 
about  350  miles  east  of  Barbados.*  This  storm 
developed  into  Hurricane  Betsy,  and  by  10  a.m., 
September  8,  had  passed  the  Florida  Keys  and 
was  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  It  then  moved  between 
west  and  northwest  for  about  24  hours,  accelerat- 
ing in  forward  speed,  while  maintaining  maximum 
winds  of  120  to  140  m.p.h.  On  the  morning  of 
September  9,  the  storm  turned  towards  the  north- 
west. At  1  p.m.  CST,  the  center  was  located  by 
land- based  radar  about  225  miles  south  of  Mobile, 
Ala.,  and  it  was  moving  toward  the  northwest  about 
18  m.p.h.  Gusts  to  80  m.p.h.  were  reported  at 
Grand  Isle,  La.,  at  6  p.m.,  and  gusts  over  100 
m.p.h.  at  Pilottown,  La.  At  8  p.m.,  Grand  Isle 
estimated  wind  gusts  at  150  m.p.h.;  the  wind  was 
from  the  north-northeast  until  the  eye  arrived  at 
Grand  Isle  about  9  p.m.  At  9:10  p.m.,  the  tide 
gage  recorded  a  water  height  of  4.3  feet  m.s.l. 
The  lowest  pressure  of  28.00  inches  occurred 
between  9:30  and  9:51  p.m.  As  the  eye  moved 
away,  the  wind  became  southerly  and  again  in- 
creased to  75  m.p.h.  and  higher.  The  storm 
approached  the  Louisiana  coast  with  a  speed  of 
about  22  m.p.h.,  and  was  one  of  the  fastest  moving 
Gulf  of  Mexico  hurricanes.  The  eye,  about  40 
miles  in  diameter,  crossed  the  coast  near  the 
Jefferson- Lafourche  Parish  boundary  and  pro- 
ceeded northwest.  At  Grand  Isle,  the  southerly 
wind  held  for  some  time,  and  the  tide  gage  re- 
corded a  maximum  water  level  of  8.8  feet  at 
10:50  p.m.,  but  by  1  a.m.  of  September  10  had 
fallen  to  4.3  feet.  At  midnight,  the  eye  was 
centered  about  35  miles  southwest  of  New  Or- 
leans, over  Larose  and  Lockport.  It  passed  over 
Houma  between  midnight  and  1  a.m.  of  the  10th, 
with  a  low  pressure  reading  of  28.00  inches  and 
wind  gusts  over  130  m.p.h.  were  experienced. 
As  the  center  moved  over  Thibodaux,  a  low 
pressure  reading  of  28.02  inches  was  observed. 
The  storm  weakened  gradually  and  the  eye  began 
to  fill.  At  2:15  a.m..  Baton  Rouge  recorded  a 
peak  gust  of  92  m.p.h.,  and  the  lowest  pressure 
of  28.53  occurred  as  the  center  passed  about 
20  miles  southwest  of  the  station  at  3:56  a.m. 
Betsy's  forward  speed  decreased  and  winds 
diminished  to  about  75  m.p.h.  near  the  center 
by  7  a.m.  The  storm  then  turned  northward  and 
continued  to  weaken  as  it  moved  through  north- 
east Louisiana.  At  2:30  p.m.,  the  center  passed 
just  to  the  west  of  Monroe;  at  5  p.m.,  it  was 
about  30  miles  north  of  Monroe  with  highest 
winds  of  50  m.p.h.  in  squalls  near  the  center. 
It  veered  through  eastern  Arkansas.* 


The  fast  forward  movement  of  Hurricane  Betsy 
as  it  approached  and  crossed  the  Louisiana 
coast  caused  extremely  rapid  buildup  of  waters 
in  low-lying  areas  of  the  Louisiana  and  Mississ- 
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ippi  coasts.  The  storm  affected  the  coastal  waters 
as  far  eastward  as  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  as  far  west- 
ward as  West  Cote  Blanche  Bay,  St.  Mary  Parish, 
La.   The  maximum  water  elevations,  however,  to 
the  west  of  the  hurricane  path  were  much  less  than 
on  the  east  side.    Previously  established  high  ' 
water  records  were  exceeded:  (1)  on  the  Missis- 
sippi River,  from  Pointe-a-la-Hache  to  the  mouth 
of  the  river,  (2)  west  adjacent  landside  areas  be- 
tween the  river  levee  and  the  back  levee  from  ' 
Point  Michel  to  Venice,  (3)  coastal  and  inland  | 
areas  along  Breton  and  Chandeleur  Sounds,  at 
least  as  far  eastward  as  Bayou  LaLoutre,  (4) 
portions  of  Lake  Borgne  and  Lake  Pontchartrain  I 
areas.  ■

The  high  water  that  occurs  at  a  particular  point 
is  a  combination  of  the  storm  surge  and  the  ! 
normal  tide.   Because  of  the  shape  of  bays  and  j 
inlets  and  other  local  factors,   it  may  vary  a  i 
number  of  feet  over  a  distance  of  a  mile  or  two.  ; 
At  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River,  at  South 
Pass   Bar,    southeast   of  Port  Eads,  the  high  j 
water  measured  5.5  feet  m.s.l.  at  6:20  p.m.  Up 
river,   at  Pointe-a-la-Hache,  a  rise  of  4.0  feet  < 
occurred  between  7  and  8  p.m.,  with  a  high  reading  | 
of  15. 2  feet  m.s.L  about  10:40  p.m.  In  some  places,  ! 
this  surge  of  water  rose  in  the  marshes  and  poured  . 
over  the  east  bank  levee,  continued  across  the  \ 
river,  and  over  the  west  bank  levee,  inundating  ; 
communities  paralleling  the  west  bank  of  the  \ 
river.    The  river  surge  was  reported  to  have  \ 
overtopped   levees  as  far  upstream  as  a  few  i 
miles   above   Point-a-la-Hache.    The  surge  of  ' 
water  continued  up  the  Mississippi  River.  At  \ 
New  Orleans,  between  9  and  10  p.m.,  the  river  I 
rose  about  3.5  feet,  and  at  10  p.m.  to  a  height  | 
of  9,4  feet.    About  this  time,  five  cargo  ships 
broke  from  their  moorings  at  the  Andry  Street  : 
Wharf,  with  several  carrying  away  bollards  from 
the  docks,  and  one  carrying  away  part  of  the  , 
wharf.  Men  who  rode  out  the  hurricane  on  ships  I 
could  only  describe  the  experience  on  the  river  | 
as  an  unbelievable  nightmare.  Ships,  tugs,  and  j 
barges  that  were  torn  loose  were  being  blown  j 
in  every  direction.  Ferry  boats  sank.  The  river  I 
continued  to  rise  until  11:50  p.m.,  when  a  height  I 
of  12.4  feet  was  reached.  From  the  Public  Grain  ' 
Elevator  to  Kenner  Point,  and  across  the  river 
to  Avondale  Shipyards,  nearly  200  barges,  7  ships, 
and  an  oil  drilling  barge  broke  their  moorings 
and  were  adrift.  A  number  of  barges  sank  and 
171  were  driven  aground  on  the  battures  below 
the  levees  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

The  extreme  wind  in  downtown  New  Orleans 
was  estimated  125  m.p.h.  at  11:45  p.m.  Betsy's 
damaging  winds  continued  up  river  to  the  Baton 
Rouge  area  where  the  rise  of  the  river,  above 
the  expected  stage,  was  near  8  feet.  Barges 
numbering  in  the  hundreds  were  either  sunk  or 
driven  aground.  One  barge,  containing  600  tons 
8  - 
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of  chlorine  gas,  sank  in  60  feet  of  water  near  the 
Louisiana  State  University  campus.  Further  up 
the  river,  at  St.  Francisville,  the  surge  rise 
was  approximately  8  feet;  beyond  this  point,  the 
surge  dropped  off  rapidly  and  the  wind  velocities 
diminished.  The  effect  of  the  tidal  surge  was  felt 
up  to  some  400  miles  above  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

New  Orleans  has  an  unusual  topography,  which  can 
best  be  described  as  a  saucer  whose  rim  is  high 
terrain  adjacent  to  the  surrounding  streams  and 
lakes  and  various  protection  levees.  A  large  part 
of  the  city  is  below  sea  level,  as  much  as  6  feet 
in  some  sections,  and  would  be  inundated  if  tidal 
or  gravity  drainage  was  employed.  An  extensive 
system,  with  a  capacity  of  28,000  cubic  feet  per 
second,  pumps  out  all  storm  water  and  is  the  most 
powerful  in  the  world.  The  strong  east  and  south- 
east winds,  associated  with  Hurricane  Betsy  over 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  southeast  of  New  Orleans,  drove 
water  into  the  marshes  around  Lake  Borgne  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  River  delta  and  the  Missis- 
sippi coast.  The  high  river  levees  in  New  Orleans 
easily  contained  the  10-foot  rise  in  water  from  the 
morning's  low  stage.  However,  the  leveesaround 
the  canals  and  waterways  east  of  the  river  are  not 
as  high  as  the  river  levees  and  could  not  contain 
the  water.  The  overtopping  and  breaking  of  levees 
at  places  along  both  sides  of  the  Industrial  Canal 
and  the  Intracoastal  Waterway  by  the  tidal  surge, 
introduced  enormous  quantities  of  salt  water  into

very  large  areas.  When  tested,  the  flood  waters 
had  a  salinity  of  approximately  20  percent  of  sea 
water.  Many  automobiles  were  entirely  under 
water,  numbers  of  people  had  to  get  on  the  roofs 
of  their  homes,  and  the  flood  waters  remained 
until  drained  or  pumped  out. 

In  the  coastal  area  of  Louisiana,  residents 
evacuated  on  September  8  and  9,  in  advance  of  the 
hurricane,  while  on  September  10,  residents 
evacuated  areas  as  they  flooded,  or  after  they  had 
flooded.  In  all,  over  300,000  evacuated  or  changed 
their  place  of  residence.  Inland  locations  provided 
shelters,  and  in  some  cases  where  the  shelters 
were  subjected  to  flooding  those  in  the  shelters 
were  reevacuated.  Emergency  shelters  in  schools, 
public  buildings,  and  military  establishments 
furnished  over  800,000  meals  to  evacuees.  Many 
people  obtained  private  accomodations,  and  in 
some  cases  traveled  to  the  northern  part  of  the 
State.  It  is  estimated  that  the  New  Orleans  area 
accomodated  about  1 00, 000  people  and  Baton  Rouge 
about  50,000.  Cities  and  towns  up  to  70  miles 
inland  from  the  coast  were  staggered  by  the 
hurricane  winds  and  considerable  damage  from 
the  flood  waters.  Deaths  attributed  to  the  winds 
or  the  floods  totaled  about  58.

Offshore  drilling  operators  began  their  advance 
hurricane  precautions  on  September  8.  No  crews 
were  reported  stranded,  and,  in  all,  six  major  oil 
companies  evacuated  about  3,000  men  by  heli- 
copter and  boat.  Fixed  equipment  was  battened 
down  and  floating  equipment  sent  ashore.  There 
are  nearly  4,800  producing  wells  extending  about 
95  miles  out  into  the  Gulf.  With  the  hurricane 
continuing  to  advance  towards  the  mainland, 
similar  shut-in  operations  began  in  the  bay  and 
onshore  oil  facilities  of  coastal  Louisiana.  Par- 
ishes which  had  not  already  issued  evacuation 
orders  for  their  coastal  sections  did  so,  and 
roads  were  teeming  with  vehicles  of  oil  com- 
panies moving  heavy  equipment  and  residents 
fleeing  the  threat  of  the  hurricane.  Virtually 
all  of  south  Louisiana's  oil  production  was  at 
a  standstill. 

Betsy  hit  a  section  of  Louisiana  with  some  of 
the  most  prolific  oil,  gas,  and  sulphur  fields  in 


the  world.  Many  key  supply  bases  and  several 
major  bases  in  the  Venice-Empire-Buras-Port 
Sulphur,  and  Grand  Isle  areas  were  severely 
damaged  or  destroyed,  and  inaccessible  because 
of  highway  damage.  Much  of  the  industry' s  marine 
fleet  was  beached  and  damaged.  Many  oil  gather- 
ing and  treating  stations  along  with  their  gathering 
lines  serving  the  offshore  area  were  heavily 
damaged.  Three  refineries  were  put  out  of  opera- 
tion. As  power  was  restored  to  many  places,  it 
was  discovered  water  damage  had  crippled  elec- 
trical installations.  Natural  gas  treating  equip- 
ment was  damaged  and  this  reduced  the  flow  from 
several  fields. 

Damage  and  loss  of  service  occurred  to  more 
than  382,000  telephones  in  Louisiana,  228,'000 
were  in  New  Orleans;  at  least  38  telephone 
exchanges  were  put  out  of  service.  This  was 
the  most  costly  of  any  natural  disaster  to  tele- 
phone service.  More  than  365,000  electric  power 
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customers  were  affected,  168,000  in  New  Orleans. 
From  the  southeastern  coast,  northward  to  past 
Baton  Rouge,  about  50  percent  of  the  area  had  no 
electricity,  while  New  Orleans  had  about  90 
percent   of   its   electric   service  knocked  out. 

In  many  areas,  the  winds  and  the  rains,  alone  or 
combined,  did  considerable  damage  to  agricultural 
products.  Damage  to  standing  crops  was  most 
severe  in  the  southeast  and  south-central  areas 
where  winds  were  strongest.  Sugar  cane  was 
90  percent  lodged;  some  canes  were  broken  and 
uprooted;  however,  the  weather  since  the' hurri- 
cane has  been  generally  favorable  for  growth  and 
the  cane  has  straightened  considerably.  Before 
Betsy,  cotton  ranged  from  10  percent  harvested 
in  northeast  Louisiana  to  50  percent  in  south- 
central  Louisiana.  Cotton  still  in  the  field  suffered 
about  a  15  percent  loss  in  northeast  Louisiana, 
with  the  loss  ranging  to  50  percent  or  more  in 
the  south-central  portion.  There  was  a  con- 
siderable amount  blown  from  open  bolls,  some 
acreage  flattened,   and  the  grade  of  open  bolls 

Tropical 

Tropical  Storm  Debbie  began  as  a  weak  tropical 
depression  in  the  Gulf  of  Honduras  on  Septem- 
ber 24,  crossed  the  tip  of  the  Yucatan  Peninsula 
on  September  26,  moving  northwestward.  Off  the 
Louisiana  coast,  high  seas  prevented  oil  work 
barges  from  continuing  the  repair  work  of  Betsy 
damage.  On  the  27th,  Debbie  changed  its  direction 
of  movement  to  northerly,  and  on  the  28th  to 
northeasterly.  Rain,  gusty  winds,  and  rough  seas 
were  reported  ahead  of  it.  In  the  offshore  area  of 
Louisiana,  oil  workers  secured  rigs.  Early  on  the 
28th,  the  lower  portions  of  St.  Bernard  Parish 


was  reduced  by  rain  which  caused  some  boll  rot. 
Pecan  losses  ranged  from  25  percent  in  northeast 
Louisiana  to  100  percent  in  the  southeast.  Rice 
had  been  about  80  percent  harvested;  most  of  that 
remaining  was  flattened  by  the  winds,  but  the  loss 
is  under  2  percent.  The  damage  to  fall  vegetable 
crop  was  rather  extensive,  especially  to  fall  beans 
and  cucumbers. 

The  American  Insurance  Association  announced 
that  insurance  payments  exceeding  $600  million 
will  be  received  by  Louisianians  as  a  result  of 
damage  by  Hurricane  Betsy.  At  least,  500,000 
individual  claims  have  to  be  studied  and  processed. 
For  the  most  part,  damage  to  fixed  properties  from 
flooding  is  not  covered.  British  insurance  authori- 
ties have  concluded  that  the  damage  by  Betsy  is 
the  worst  disaster  for  marine  and  non-marine 
insurance  companies  in  the  20th  Century.  No 
reliable  figure  for  the  total  damage  will  be 
available  for  at  least  a  month  or  so.  Some  esti- 
mates of  total  property  and  crop  damage  in 
Louisiana  of  over  a  billion  dollars  have  been  made. 

orm  DEBBIE 

were  evacuated.  Some  inundation  occurred  around 
Lake  Borgne,  southward  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  as  tides  rose  generally  from 
2  to  4  feet.  By  dawn  on  the  29th,  Debbie  was 
weakening,  and  about  stationary  a  short  distance 
east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River.  By 
the  end  of  the  day,  Debbie  had  no  organized 
pattern  and  broke  up  over  Chandeleur  Island. 
Some  locally  heavy  rains  occurred  in  the  south- 
eastern states  in  connection  with  Debbie,  but 
Louisiana  amounts  were  generally  less  than  1  inch.

September  weather  was  not  favorable  for  maturing 
and  harvesting  crops.  Moderate  to  heavy  rains 
fell  on  September  9  and  10,  along  the  path  of 
Hurricane  Betsy,  and  again  occurred  in  many 
parts  of  the  State  during  September  20-23. 
The  rains  lowered  the  grade  of  cotton  con- 
siderably. Excessive  moisture  caused  some  rot- 
ting of  cotton  bolls  and  sweet  potatoes  in  low 
areas;  also,  some  sprouting  of  corn.  This  was 
the  first  month  since  March  1964  when  each 
division  in  Louisiana  had  an  average  precipitation 
total  that  was  above  normal;  each  of  the  inter- 
vening months  had  one  or  more  divisions  with 


below  normal  precipitation,  while  all  divisions 
were  below  normal  in  May  and  June  of  1964, 
and  in  April,  June,  and  July  of  1965.  Reviewing 
past  Septembers,  the  most  recent  years  when 
each  division  reported  above  normal  precipitation 
were  1961,  1958,  and  1957.  In  cumulating  the  1965 
precipitation  totals  since  the  first  of  the  year, 
they  were  below  normal  for  all  divisions  in 
April  1965  and  remained  below  normaL  The 
totals  cumulated  through  September  ranged  from 
79  percent  to  95  percent  of  normal  and  had 
divisional  deficiencies  from  normal  of  about  1.8 
to  9.5  inches.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are.  Temperature  m  "F.  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daUy  temperatures  from  65"  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    Durmg  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.S.T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes'  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  m  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  foUowing  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  pubUshed  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  mclude  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:  -    Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office.

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The  sustained  warm  temperatures  during  the 
month  resulted  in  stations  having  monthly  average 
temperatures  for  November  which  approached,  if 
they  did  not  exceed,  the  previous  record  warmest 
monthly  November  average  temperature.  In  two 
divisions,  the  Northeast  and  the  West  Central,  the 
previous  record  for  stations  within  those  divisions 
was  exceeded.  Each  of  the  nine  Louisiana  clima- 
tological  divisions  reported  a  monthly  divisional 
average  temperature  which  was  warmer  than 
those  in  previous  Novembers  since  1931  or 
earlier.  Throughout  the  State,  most  stations 
experienced  normal  or  above  normal  tempera- 
tures for  about  24  to  27  days.  Nearly  all  of  the 
below  normal  temperatures  were  reported  on 
November  1,  2,  18,  28,  29,  and/or  30.  The  highest 
temperature  in  the  State  this  month  went  to  90° 
(Slidell  Nov.  20).  There  were  no  State  extreme 
temperature  records  for  November  broken  since 
each  division  in  other  years  had  locations  which 
reported  November  high  temperatures  of  90°  to 
95°.  The  highest  temperature  at  many  stations 
in  the  State  occurred  on  November  25,  26,  or  27, 
and  at  a  number  of  locations  this  temperature  was 
the  warmest  of  local  record  for  so  late  in  the 
season.  During  the  month  and  until  the  last  day, 
there  were  a  few  places  where  the  minimum  tem- 
perature went  down  to  32°,  but  all  stations  ex- 
perienced their  coldest  temperature  of  the  month 
on  November  30  with  five  places  dropping  down  to 
27°. 

Each  division,  in  addition  to  reporting  above 
normal  monthly  average  temperatures,  also  re- 
ported below  normal  precipitation  totals.  Novem- 
ber 1958  was  the  most  recent  occurrence  of  this 
same  combination  in  the  month  of  November. 
Previous  occurrences  in  other  months  were 
April  1965,  and  then  in  1963  for  the  4  months  of 
March,  April,  May,  and  October,  When  we  add 
the  precipitation  totals  for  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber, October,  and  November,  we  obtain  the  total 
precipitation  for  the  fall  season.  The  1965  fall 
season  total  of  precipitation  was  also  for  each 
division  below  the  seasonal  normal.  The  last 
time  that  each  division  had  a  fall  precipitation 
total  that  was  below  normal  was  the  fall  of  1962, 
and  before  that  in  1955.  In  addition,  and  like  for 
the  month  of  November,  each  division  had  a  fall 
average  temperature  that  was  above  normal.  The 
fall  of  1933,  and  before  that  the  fall  of  1931,  were 
the  most  recent  occurrences  of  this  same  com- 
bination in  the  fall. 

November  was  the  second  consecutive  dry  month 
this  fall.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  the  Louisiana 
Crop  Reporting  Service  advised  that  Louisiana 
winter  vegetables  generally  were  in  poor  to  fair 
condition.  The  growth  of  most  vegetables  was 
behind  schedule.  Shallots  were  in  poor  condition 


due  to  the  lack  of  moisture  with  both  quantity  and 
quality  reduced.  Some  early  cabbage  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State  was  ready  for  harvest, 
but  the  bulk  of  the  State's  cabbage  acreage  will 
not  be  harvested  until  next  spring.  Soybean  com- 
bining was  about  one-third  completed  by  the  end 
of  October,  while  by  the  end  of  November  about 
90  percent  of  the  crop  had  been  harvested  and 
reported  yields  have  generally  been  good.  The 
rain  received  in  most  areas  in  early  November  was 
very  beneficial  for  germination  and  growth  of 
small  grains  and  ryegrass.  By  the  end  of  the 
month,  stands  of  small  grain  and  ryegrass  were 
mostly  good  to  fair.  Warm  weather  during  the 
month  stimulated  favorable  growth,  although  re- 
cent seedings  are  not  germinating  in  drier  loca- 
tions. Pecan  gathering  was  becoming  general 
by  the  end  of  October,  and  the  harvest  approached 
three-quarters  completion  by  the  end  of  Novem- 
ber. Strawberry  transplanting  during  November 
made  slow  progress,  as  dry  soils  hampered  this 
operation.  Rain  is  badly  needed  to  get  this  crop 
started  where  irrigation  water  can  not  be  applied. 

The  American  Sugar  Cane  League  advised  that  as 
of  November  29  there  had  been  no  freezing  tem- 
peratures reported  in  the  Louisiana  sugar  belt. 
Sugarcane  harvest  had  begun  in  some  parishes 
the  second  week  in  October,  and  about  10  percent 
of  the  crop  had  been  harvested  by  the  end  of  the 
month.  During  November  the  crop  continued  to  be 
delivered  to  the  sugar  factories  at  a  reduced 
rate  compared  to  a  normal  year.  Many  mills 
are  still  not  receiving  enough  cane  to  grind  for 
24  hours  a  day,  and  most  of  the  mills  which  are 
operating  24  hours  a  day  are  operating  at  reduced 
grinding  rates.  Reports  show  that  the  sucrose 
and  purity  have  improved  slightly,  but  that  cane 
weight  continued  low.  The  League  suggests  that 
when  freeze  occurs,  the  best  way  to  determine 
sugarcane  damage  is  to  split  the  stalk  length- 
wise and  observe  the  distance  from  the  top  that 
the  inside  of  the  stalk  is  water  soaked  from  cell 
rupture.  Reports  indicate  that  about  one-half 
of  the  total  sugarcane  crop  was  harvested  in 
November  so  by  the  end  of  the  month  the  sugarcane 
harvest  was  about  60  percent  complete. 

The  Louisiana  Crop  Reporting  Service  indicated 
that  in  1965  cotton  was  Louisiana's  most  valuable 
crop.  After  a  spring  drought  in  most  areas,  the 
cotton  growing  season  was  generally  favorable, 
but  Hurricane  Betsy  reduced  yields  considerably 
in  all  divisions  except  the  West  Central  and  the 
Northwestern.  Weather  during  harvest  was  almost 
ideal.  About  90  percent  of  the  crop  had  been 
harvested  by  the  end  of  October  and  98  percent 
by  the  end  of  November.  In  1965,  rice  was 
Louisiana's  second  most  valuable  crop.  Seeding 
of  the  1965  crop  had  been  completed  on  schedule 
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and  in  May  most  rice  was  up  to  a  good  stand  and 
growing  fast.  Water  levels  had  dropped  con- 
siderably by  late  June  to  the  extent  that  salt 
water  intrusion  was  becoming  noticeable  in  some 
coastal  local  areas.  Timely  rains  early  in  July 
relieved  the  water  shortages.  Combing  of  early 
varieties  got  under  way  in  mid-July.  Harvest 
was  hampered  during  August  by  frequent  showers 
and  lodged  rice.  About  80  percent  of  the  crop 
had  been  harvested  when  Hurricane  Betsy  hit 
the  State,  and  most  of  the  unharvested  rice  was 
flattened  by  the  hurricane.  Practically  all  of  this 
acreage,   including  the  Delta,  was  harvested  by 


October  25,  although  yields  were  reduced.  In 
1965,  Louisiana  continued  to  rank  first  in  the 
nation  in  the  production  of  sweet  potatoes.  Dry 
weather  during  May  retarded  growth  and  delayed 
completion  of  planting.  June  showers  were  benefi- 
cial and  the  crop  got  off  to  a  good  start,  though 
later  than  usual.  Although  some  localities  were 
short  of  moisture  through  a  large  part  of  the 
sweet  potato  growing  season,  growing  and  har- 
vesting conditions  were  generally  favorable. 
About  three-fourths  of  the  sweet  potato  crop  was 
dug  by  the  end  of  October  and  the  harvest  virtually 
complete  shortly  after  mid-November.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daUy  temperatures  from  65"  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  uf  1  fuul  dlaiiiiOer  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Mm  in  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.    Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations:   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

January  temperatures  averaged  colder  than  any 
month  for  several  years.  The  last  divisional 
averages  that  were  colder  occurred  in  January 
1964  or  December  1963.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  month,  on  one  day  the  temperatures  through- 
out the  State  dropped  to  22°  or  lower.  These 
were  the  coldest  temperatures  for  about  3  years. 

In  the  Coastal  and  adjoining  West  Central  and 
Central  Divisions,  this  was  the  second  consecutive 
month  that  precipitation  averages  for  each  division 
were  above  normal.  One  must  go  back  to  1962  or 
earlier  to  find  a  January  with  larger  totals. 
In  the  East  Central,  South  Central,  and  Southeast 
Divisions,  the  average  precipitation  was  greater 
than  any  recorded  since  before  1931.  A  number 
of  stations  reported  record  or  near-record  Janu- 
ary precipitation  amounts.  At  New  Orleans,  the 
record  (1871  to  present)  was  broken.  Throughout 
the  State  each  station  reported  daily  amounts  of 
1  inch  or  more  on  at  least  1  day,  and  a  number 
of  stations,  especially  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State,  reported  1  inch  or  more  on  5  or  more 
days.  However,  the  all-time  record  greatest 
1-day  (or  24-hour)  amount  within  a  division 
was  not  approached.  The  State  record  one-day 
precipitation  total  in  January  is  11.13  inches 
at  Winnfield,  January  4,  1939. 

Early  in  the  month,  on  several  days  when  heavy 
rain  occurred  in  the  Southeast  Division,  some 
stations  accumulated  more  than  5  inches.  Resi- 
dents indicated  that  some  flooding  occurred  in 
parts  of  the  New  Orleans  area.  Many  homes 
in  low- lying  areas  that  had  been  flooded  during 
Hurricane  Betsy  again  had  water  seeping  into 
them.  Some  roads  were  closed  because  of  flooding. 
The  rains  gradually  began  slacking  off  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  5th,  and  the  flooded  areas  slowly 
returned  to  normal  with  only  one  road  remaining 
closed- 
Hazardous  driving  conditions,  due  to  weather, 
developed  during  the  evening  of  the  19th,  and 
for  the  next  several  days  the  bad  weather  moved 
across  the  State.  The  northernmost  parishes 
reported  rain,  freezing  drizzle,  some  sleet,  light 
snow,  and  cold  temperatures.  A  light  glaze  of  ice 
coated   bridges   and   overpasses   where  minor 


this  became  the  third  greatest  monthly  total 
for  January  in  the  State.  The  five  greatest 
January  totals  (1891-1966)  are  now:

accidents  occurred.  Farther  south,  rains  were 
blamed  for  a  rash  of  accidents.  On  the  21st, 
at  Shreveport,  work  on  city  construction  projects 
was  stopped  due  to  weather.  That  night,  snow 
fell  across  the  western  two-thirds  of  north 
Louisiana,  while  in  the  northeastern  section 
freezing  rain  and  snow  alternated.  On  the  morning 
of  the  22d,  an  average  of  2  inches  of  snow  had 
accumulated  at  Ruston,  but  was  short-lived  be- 
cause of  the  daytime  warming  trend.  In  the  Baton 
Rouge  area,  poor  visibility  and  rain-slicked 
streets  contributed  to  a  near-record  84  traffic 
accidents,  occurring  during  a  24-hour  period 
ending  early  on  the  22d. 

On  the  24th,  snow  and  sleet  fell  across  north 
Louisiana  most  of  the  morning.  Minden  re- 
ported 1-1/2  inches  and  some  communities  to 
the  north  had  unofficial  reports  up  to  3  inches. 
Schools  in  Webster,  Bienville,  and  Claiborne 
Parishes,  and  in  Plain  Dealing,  Bossier  Parish, 
closed,  some  as  early  as  11  a.m.  In  most  of 
central  Louisiana,  some  sleet  occurred  in  the 
morning  and  rain  the  rest  of  the  day. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month,  a  cold  front 
advanced  to  the  Gulf  from  the  north-northwest, 
preceded  by  occasional  rain,  which  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  changed  to  freezing  rain  or 
snow.  Mixed  snow  and  sleet  were  reported  in 
the  Bastrop  area  about  10  p.m.  of  the  28th; 
sleet  at  Linville,  Union  Parish,  about  10:30  p.m., 
and  shortly  before  midnight  all  overpasses  in  the 
northernmost  portion  of  the  State  were  reported 
covered  with  ice.  About  10  p.m.  that  same  night, 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State,  a  small 
tornado  momentarily  dipped  down  in  St.  Charles 
Parish,  at  St.  Rose,  and  destroyed  one  house, 
with  minor  damage  to  some  others,  but  there 
were  no  injuries.  Some  hail  was  reported  there 
and  in  the  New  Orleans  suburbs  late  that  night. 

On  the  29th,  light  snow  fell  in  Monroe  and 
Shreveport  and  covered  most  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  State.  To  the  south,  heavy  rains 
soaked  that  section  of  the  State.  Bridges  were 
closed  over  the  Ouachita  River  at  Monroe  and 
the  Red  River  at  Natchitoches  due  to  icing. 
Some  very  light  sleet  was  reported  in  the  Baton

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Rouge  area  in  the  morning.  Waves  in  Lake 
Pontchartrain,  pushed  by  northwesterly  winds, 
dashed  over  portions  of  the  New  Orleans  sea- 
wall, causing  minor  flooding  and  resulting  in 
one  street  being  closed.  Temperatures  dropped 
to  below  freezing  over  most  of  the  State,  except 
for  some  locations  in  south  Louisiana.  That 
night,  and  on  the  30th,  temperatures  dropped  to 
still  lower  levels.  The  freeze  brought  a  rash  of 
fires  in  the  New  Orleans  area  from  overheated 
hot  water  heaters  and  floor  furnaces.  Over  the 
State,  during  the  day,  temperatures  rose,  but 
mostly  stayed  below  freezing  or  in  the  thirties. 
At  Diamond,  temperatures  fell  below  freezing 
from  5  p.m.  of  the  29th  until  2  p.m.  of  the  30th, 
causing  injury  to  the  citrus  fruit.  During  the 
evening,  temperatures  over  the  State  fell,  but 
for  the  most  part  the  State  was  not  quite  so  cold 
on  the  31st.  Reports  of  broken  pipes  or  inopera- 
tive water  pumps  were  received  from  various 
sections  of  the  State.  A  waterline  break  occurred 
at  Empire.  Two  Buras  high  schools  were  tem- 
porarily closed  because  of  lowered  water  pres- 
sure. 

The  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Com- 
mission indicated  that  after  Hurricane  Betsy,  the 
September-November  season  was  good  for  seed 
producing  annual  grasses,  but  many  ducks  arriv- 
ing during  the  fall  migration  moved  on  farther 
south  for  lack  of  water  in  many  of  the  marshes. 
When  the  rains  came  in  December,  the  coastal 
marshes  flooded  rapidly  and  the  ducks  spread 
everywhere.  This  in  turn  made  hunting  difficult. 
In  January,  the  rains  brought  plenty  of  water 
everywhere,  and  in  some  of  the  branches  there 
was  too  much  water  to  assure  good  hunting. 
During  the  freeze  toward  the  end  of  the  month, 
pilots  reported  that  much  of  the  marsh  in  the 
coastal  section  of  the  State  was  frozen.  Many 
of  the  local  residents  searched  shallow  bayous 
and  canals  for  numbed  fish.  Salt  water  fish  are 
the  first  to  be  affected.  The  fresh  water  fish 
can  take  much  more  extreme  weather.  A  fisheries 
biologist  reported,  however,  that  this  January 
there  had  been  no  massive  fish  kills  such  as 
those  that  resulted  from  a  prolonged  hard  freeze 
a  few  years  ago  (see  page  142,  December  1963 
issue). 


In  the  oil,  gas,  and  drilling  industry,  contractors 
were  having  the  roughest  year  in  some  time.  The 
weather  held  up  construction,  both  offshore  and 
onshore.  The  crews  are  not  plentiful  when  ice 
and  cold  rains  exist  in  the  swamps.  Offshore 
Louisiana,  heavy  weather  kicked  up  rough  seas, 
making  it  almost  impossible  to  keep  some  of  the 
rigs  supplied  with  pipe  and  other  material,  and 
also  handicapped  the  rigs  working  in  the  bays 
and  lakes  near  the  shore  line.  Since  contractors 
were  not  able  to  get  the  rigs  to  the  locations, 
especially  in  the  shallow  water  areas  where 
north  winds  kept  the  canals  and  bayous  at  low 
stages,  this  increased  drilling  costs. 

The  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  said  that  the  average 
streamflow  during  January  in  Louisiana  ranged 
from  deficient  in  the  north  to  excessive  in  the 
southeast.  The  ground  water  levels  during  the 
month's  end  had  recovered  slightly  in  most  of 
the  aquifers,  although  in  the  Chicot  aquifers 
in  the  southwest,  the  levels  were  the  lowest  for 
January  since  records  began  in  1943, 

The  Louisiana  Crop  Reporting  Service  reported 
that  wet  fields  and  cold  weather  during  the  latter 
part  of  January  seriously  hampered  the  growth 
and  grazing  of  winter  pastures.  The  cold  weather, 
however,  was  beneficial  in  holding  back  pre- 
mature growth  and  fruiting  of  strawberries. 
The  planting  of  strawberries  had  been  delayed 
by  the  dry  weather  in  November  and  December, 
and  it  was  not  until  the  end  of  December  that 
many  fields  were  planted.  This  season  about 
95  percent  of  the  crop  is  being  grown  under 
plastic.  During  January,  the  excessive  rainfall 
prevented  growers  from  carrying  out  an  effective 
spraying  program,  and  rust  and  insects  were 
reported  in  most  fields.  Farm  work  over  the  State 
was  limited  mostly  to  land  drainage,  fence  and 
machinery  repair,  and  the  care  of  livestock.  At 
the  end  of  the  month,  soil  moisture  was  reported 
adequate  to  surplus  in  the  northern  areas  of  the 
State  and  surplus  elsewhere.

The  above  amounts  are  based  on  precipitation 
gage  readings  at  "official"  stations  in  the  co- 
operative climatological  program.  Other  exces- 
sive precipitation  measurements  on  February  10, 
1966,  from  "unofficial"  reports  at  locations  not 
in  the  cooperative  climatological  program  were: 
Aimwell  Fire  Tower,  Catahoula  Parish  -  11.36 
inches;  Leesville  Fire  Tower,  Vernon  Parish, 
-  10.22  inches.  These  24-hour  amounts  of  rain- 
fall are  measured  at  1  p.m.  by  personnel  of 
the  Louisiana  Forestry  Commission. 

In  addition  to  the  State  record  for  February, 
there  were  divisional  records  established  in 
all  of  the  inland  divisions,  except  the  East 
Central    Division.     Details   are   in   the  table 


of  "Maximum  February  One-Day  Precipitation"  - 
by  divisions. 

A  new  all-time  record  total  of  precipitation 
for  the  month  of  February  was  established  in 
the  West  Central  and  South  Central  Divisions 
of  Louisiana.  Amounts  greater  than  17  inches 
of  precipitation  were  recorded  in  the  East  Central 
Division,  and  although  they  did  not  exceed  the 
division's  previous  record  total,  they  did  re- 
place the  previous  highest  amounts  of  the  third 
greatest  monthly  total  for  February  in  the  State.

Based  upon  the  February  divisional  average  pre- 
cipitation amounts,  February  1966  was  wetter 
than  any  February  in  the  previous  35  years  in 
all  divisions  of  the  State  except  in  the  Northwest 
and  Southwest  Divisions.  The  runoff  from  the 
heavy  rains,  which  fell  over  most  of  the  State, 
at  times  overtaxed  the  capacity  of  nearly  all 
bayous  and  small  streams  in  the  alluvial  valley 
lands.  Generally,  only  minor  damage  was  re- 
ported; however,  at  times,  some  roads  were 
closed,  mostly  rural;  some  residents  evacuated 
their  homes;  numerous  cars  and  trucks  were 
stalled,  and  a  few  schools  were  closed. 

Most  stations  in  Louisiana  during  February  1966 


Springville  Fire  Twr.  Livingston 

had  three  periods  when  heavy  precipitation  oc- 
curred, roughly,  (1)  Feb.  9-12,  (2)  Feb.  15-16, 
and  (3)  Feb.  26-27.  These  heavy  rainfalls  con- 
tributed to  making  February  the  third  straight 
month  that  precipitation  averages  were  above 
normal  in  the  Coastal  and  adjoining  West  Central 
and  Central  Divisions.  Elsewhere,  except  in  the 
Northwest  Division,  it  was  the  second  consecutive 
month  that  precipitation  averages  were  above 
normaL  Many  places  reported  record  or  near- 
record  precipitation  totals  for  February.  It  was 
the  wettest  February  of  record  at  Baton  Rouge 
(back  to  1874).  The  New  Orleans,  Audubon  Park, 
winter  (Dec.  1965-Feb.  1966)  precipitation  total 
of  29.03  inches  exceeded  the  New  Orleans  rainfall 
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record  of  25.56  inches  for  the  winter,  1874-1875. 

February  was  the  second  consecutive  month  that 
all  divisions  reported  below  normal  average 
temperatures.  It  was  the  fourth  consecutive 
year  that  the  average  temperature  for  each 
division  in  February  was  below  normal.  Colder 
February  averages  were  last  experienced  in 
1964,  while  a  colder  January-February  period 
(except  in  the  Southeast  Division  in  1964),  last 
occurred  in  1963.  A  colder  winter  occurred  in 
1963-1964. 

The  spell  of  freezing  and  near-freezing  tempera- 
tures, which  extended  from  the  last  of  January 
into  early  February,  was  attributed  by  Louisiana 
Wildlife  and  Fisheries  officials  as  the  cause  of 
the  dead  and  numbed  fish  found  in  the  south- 
eastern portion  of  the  State.  The  hardest  hit 
areas  were  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi 
River  -  in  St.  Bernard  and  Plaquemines  Parishes - 
at  Shell  Beach,  Hopedale,  Delacroix  Island,  and 
Pointe  a  la  Hache.  Just  about  all  of  the  species  of 
inside  salt  water  game  fish  were  found  dead  in 
the  waters  there.  In  other  parishes,  cases  of 
fish  kill  were  noted,  although  reports  were  few 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi  River.  In 
Lake  Pontchartrain,  dead  white  fish  and  croakers 
were  first  spotted  by  tugboats.  The  fish  were 
pushed  by  strong  winds  past  the  New  Orleans 
Lake  Front  Airport  towards  the  vicinity  of  the 
Industrial  Canal,  where,  on  the  3d  and  4th,  fisher- 
men scooped  up  the  supply  in  nets  and  baskets. 
There  were  no  massive  fish  kills,  and  since  bait 
fish,  such  as  cocahos,  are  not  affected  by  the 
freezes,  the  remaining  game  fish  should  have  re- 
latively more  feed  to  help  them  grow  larger.  At 
the  end  of  the  month,  all  of  the  old  time  fishing 
places  in  the  southeastern  portion  of  the  State, 
where  fishing  had  not  been  good  for  years,  reported 
great  catches. 

Warm,  moist  air,  flowing  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
brought  heavy  rains  on  the  9th- 10th  over  Louis- 
iana, as  a  series  of  thunderstorms  crossed  the 
State.  Strong  winds  and  a  little  hail  were  reported. 
Field  work  throughout  the  State  was  halted  by  heavy 
rains  on  the  9th.  Some  small  tornadoes  were  re- 
ported as  the  squall  line  passed.  Local  flooding 
occurred  in  the  central  and  east-central  portions 
of  the  State.  Many  families  were  forced  to  evacuate 
in  Natchitoches,  Allen,  and  East  Baton  Rouge 
Parishes.  The  agricultural  damage  was  heaviest 
in  the  central  area,  where  approximately  180 
cattle  were  reported  drowned. 

On  the  9th,  as  a  weak  squall  line  moved  across 
Shreveport,  funnel  clouds  aloft  and  a  small  tornado 
developed.  Shortly  before  3  p.m.,  a  motorcycle 
patrolman   reported  watching,  "the  clouds  get 

darker  I  saw  an  airplane  fly  right  through  the 

formation  ....It  was  then  the  cloud  formation 
formed  two  small  tails,  one  tail  dipping  downward 


to  almost  touch  the  ground;  the  second  tail  started 
swelling  until  it  shaped  like  a  curled  snake. 
Suddenly,  I  saw  debris  fly  through  the  air". 
This  small  tornado  hit  the  ground  only  once.  It 
touched  down  rather  briefly;  with  some  damage  to 
two  houses  and  carports,  but  no  injuries.  As  this 
squall  line  moved  across  the  State,  there  were 
some  reports  of  damage  from  high  winds.  The 
West  Carroll  Parish  sheriff's  department  re- 
ported that  a  tornado  struck  at  6:15  p.m.,  just  to 
the  west  of  the  Oak  Grove  city  limits,  with  no 
injuries,  and  the  major  portion  of  the  damage  was 
torn  roofs  on  a  number  of  houses.  Next  morning 
(on  the  10th),  a  tornado  was  reported  in  Jefferson 
Davis  Parish,  at  Thornwell,  at  approximately 
4  a.m.,  with  extensive  damage  to  several  buildings 
but  no  injuries.  Further  details  on  the  severe 
weather  can  be  found  in  the  Environmental  Science 
Services  Administration  publication  "  Storm 
Data",  February  1966. 

The  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  reported  surface 
waters  were  excessive  throughout  the  State, 
except  in  the  extreme  northwestern  corner,  as 
a  result  of  floods  from  an  intense  6-10  inch 
rain  on  the  9th- 10th.  A  record  peak  discharge 
occurred  at  Little  River,  near  Rochelle,  and 
near-record  peaks  occurred  at  two  other  sites. 
At  the  index  stream  gaging  stations  on  the  Amite 
River,  near  Denham  Springs,  and  on  the  Calcasieu 
River,  near  Oberlin,  both  the  average  flow  and 
the  flow  for  the  maximum  day  was  the  highest  for 
February  since  the  records  began  in  1938.  The 
ground  water  levels  continued  their  recovery  in 
the  southern  aquifers,  although  in  the  Chicot 
aquifers  in  the  southwest,  the  levels  were  1.5 
feet  below  the  previous  all-time  monthly  low  of 
February  1965. 

The  Louisiana  Crop  Reporting  Service  reported 
little  or  no  field  work  was  accomplished  in  the 
first  3  weeks  of  February  because  of  surplus 
moisture  conditions  over  the  entire  State.  Limited 
field  work  began  in  scattered  areas  near  the  end  of 
the  month.  The  growth  and  development  of  plants 
were  hampered  by  excessive  moisture  and  low 
temperatures  during  February.  Wet  fields  ham- 
pered spraying  and  top-dressing  of  strawberries, 
and  leaf  spot  was  showing  up  in  many  fields.  The 
cold  weather  and  excessive  moisture  during 
February  delayed  harvesting  of  winter  shallots 
and  slowed  development  of  the  spring  crop.  Older 
shallots  were  becoming  tough  and  starting  to  goto 
seed.  Spring  cabbage  stands  in  many  fields  have 
been  thinned  by  January  and  February  freezes 
and  heavy  rains.  Planting  of  commercial  Irish 
potatoes  has  been  hindered  continuously  by  wet 
soils.  Wheat  and  oats  have  not  made  much 
growth,  while  winter  pastures  have  provided 
only  limited  grazing.  At  the  end  of  the  month, 
soil  moisture  was  reported  surplus  in  all  areas 
except  the  northwest  which  had  adequate  amounts.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Louisiana  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist,  Weather  Bureau  Office,  701  Loyola  Avenue,  New  Orleane,  Louisiana  70113, 
or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.    Additional  precipitation  data  are  contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  LOUISIANA". 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  lens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  m  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table.  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table.  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  driftmg  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1953. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  m  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:      Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  endmg  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  wiU  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS-  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  =F.  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME-      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m. ,  C.  S.  T.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table.  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  m  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pjm  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

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LOUISIANA  -  NOVEMBER  1966 
SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Record  or  near  record  low  temperatures  for  so 
early  in  the  fall  were  reported  throughout  the 
State  on  November  3.  The  lowest  temperature 
in  the  State  was  17°  at  Oak  Ridge,  Morehouse 
Parish,  which  tied  the  second  lowest  temperature 
in  the  State  reported  during  the  first  2  weeks  of 
November  (1891-1966).  The  coldest  of  record 
during  that  period  was  recorded  in  1951,  when 
Colfax  reported  a  low  temperature  of  12°  on 
November  3,  while  the  lowest  temperature  ever 
recorded  in  November  in  Louisiana  was  10° 
at  Collinston,  Morehouse  Parish,  November  19, 
1903o  See  the  table  of  lowest  temperatures,  by 
date,  for  other  comparisons. 

At  Shreveport,  the  minimum  temperature  of  24° 
on  November  3  was  the  second  coldest  temperature 
ever  recorded  so  early  in  the  fall  since  records 
started  in  1874.  The  lowest  temperature  recorded 
at  Shreveport  so  early  in  the  fall  was  22°  in 
1951,  on  November  3.  The  lowest  temperature 
ever  recorded  in  November  in  Shreveport  was 
18°  in  1880,  on  the  18th. 

Temperature  records  in  the  New  Orleans  area 
extends  backtol871,  and  the  November  3  minimum 
temperatures,  at  New  Orleans  International  Air- 
port and  at  Audubon  Park,  were  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  so  early  in  the  fall.  The  lowest 
November  temperature  in  the  metropolitan  New 
Orleans  area,  recorded  by  a  cooperative  observer 
at  Audubon  Park  in  1940  on  both  November  15 
and  16,  was  26°. 

The  Louisiana  Crop  Reporting  Service  reported 
that  the  below  freezing  temperatures  caused 
considerable  damage  to  tender  vegetables.  The 
low  temperatures  halted  the  growth  of  cotton  and 
sugar  cane  as  well  as  the  harvesting  of  snap 
beans  and  cucumbers.  The  November  3  freeze 
affected  some  early  cabbage,  but  the  bulk  of 
the  crop  was  not  expected  to  be  transplanted 
until  the  middle  of  December.  By  the  end  of 
the  month,  young  shallots  in  the  Thibodaux- 
Chack  Bay  area  were  in  generally  good  condition, 
but  much  of  the  older  crop  was  "stemmy".  In 
most  other  areas,  the  crop  was  in  generally  good 
condition,  but  soaking  rains  were  needed  to 
maintain  young  growth.  As  a  whole,  November 
weather  was  characterized  by  above  normal 
temperatures  and  generally  light  rainfall.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  field  work  and  harvesting 
as  much  of  the  weather  was  almost  ideal. 

The  American  Sugar  Cane  League  reported  that 
the  November  3  temperatures  tumbled  to  record 
lows  for  so  early  in  all  parts  of  the  sugar  belt. 


Everywhere  in  the  sugar  belt  it  was  freezing, 
and  in  some  places  for  7  to  9  hours.  The  amount 
of  damage  varied  from  near  the  top  of  the  sugar 
cane  to  near  the  ground  in  the  worse  affected 
areas.  Most  areas  showed  between  10  and  18 
inches  of  internal  cell  rupture  in  the  top  of  the 
cane.  The  sugar  growers  have  been  forced  to 
top  cane  to  avoid  spoilage.  The  lowland  cane 
was  more  seriously  affected  by  the  freeze,  and 
growers  cut  in  those  areas  first;  a  small  acreage 
of  young  cane  was  abandoned.  By  the  end  of  the 
month  about  three-quarters  of  the  sugar  cane 
harvest  had  been  completed;  however,  the  tonnage 
per  acre  had  been  reduced  to  some  extent  by  the 
heavy  topping  since  the  November  3  freeze.  The 
dry  weather  aided  in  a  rapid  and  inexpensive 
harvest,  but  one  short  rainy  spell  caused  some 
mud  difficulty  which  reduced  grinding  rates 
at  several  factories;  also  the  high  temperatures 
on  several  days  was  not  what  most  growers 
wanted,  but  this  made  no  difference  as  long  as 
the  deteriorated  or  bad  top  joints  were  left 
in  the  field  and  the  cane  delivered  to  the  sugar 
mills  in  a  fresh  state. 

On  November  11  and  1 2,  warm  winds  from  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  overriding  the  colder  air  below,  set 
off  thundershowers  in  Louisiana.  There  were 
some  local  heavy  thunderstorms  and  high  winds  in 
an  area  extending  generally  from  Beauregard  to 
Pointe  Coupee  Parishes.  Rainfall  at  DeRidder 
was  of  record  proportions;  the  4.45  inches 
measured  on  the  12th  was  the  second  greatest 
November  one-day  precipitation  recorded  at 
this  station,  while  the  3.99  inches  measured  on 
the  11th  was  the  third  greatest  November  pre- 
cipitation. The  greatest  November  one-day  pre- 
cipitation at  DeRidder  is  5.00  inches,  measured 
November  5,  1925,  To  the  southeast  of  DeRidder, 
the  rains  brought  high  waters  which  caused  damage 
in  the  Bundick  Lake  area.  Further  east,  most  of 
the  rainfall  was  light  except  for  some  local 
heavy  rain.  On  the  Uth  at  Forest  Hill,  8.20 
inches  fell.  An  unofficial  measurement  of  9 
inches  was  reported  by  the  Lecompte  Fire 
Department,  At  Woodworth  State  Forest,  6.10 
inches  was  measured  on  the  12th.  This  was 
the  second  greatest  November  one-day  precipi- 
tation measured  there;  the  greatest  was  6.38 
inches,  November  14,  1957.  The  heavy  rains 
caused  slight  and  short  flooding  on  the  Calcasieu 
River  at  Hineston,  Oakdale,  and  Old  Town  Bay,
